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Remarks 

The Office Action mailed December 18, 2002 has been received and reviewed. The 
application is to be amended as otherwise set forth herein. Non-elected claims 1 through 17 are 
to be canceled as is claim 19. All amendments and claim cancellations are made without 
prejudice or disclaimer. All claims stand rejected. New claims 21 through 27 are to be added. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

Specifically, claim 18 stands rejected under 35 USC § 102, as assertedly being anticipated 
by FR2706772. Applicants have amended claim 18 to include the feature of claim 19, which was 
not thus rejected, and, accordingly request withdrawal of the rejection. 

Claims 18 through 20 stand provisionally rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 17, 19, 31 and 33 of co-pending application 
09/716,777. Although applicants do not agree with the rejection, for the sake of expedited 
prosecution (and upon the allowance of the referenced claims of USSN 09/716,777 since this 
provisional rejection is not yet ripe), applicants agree to submit a terminal disclaimer with respect 
to USSN 09/716,777 should the Examiner still believe it necessary. 

New claims 21 through 27 are added herein. These claims claim the patentable subject 
matter of the elected invention in a different way. It is respectfully submitted that no new matter 
is added by these claims.

peptide and recombinant hCG .
